guilty. 


His sins of commission are equally 


numerous, and more unpardonable 
He has used the influence incident to 
his high position to virtually disfran- 
chise the great mass of the voters of 
the Eepublican party. He has packed 
conventions, and dictated nominations. 
He has shown no capacity for the high 
office of Mayor. Ho has made no sug- 
gestion looking to the advancement ol 
Oakland, and all his schemes have 
been in the interest of Dr. Pardee. 
alone. He fought the Railroad Com- 
pany, and then curried favor with it. 
He has proscribed A large class of onr 


fellow-citizens on account of their 
religious convictions.
